HOW A LOTTERY Y*RIZE ^JVA8 WON. 


When 1 wrote tho other day about the 
modern passion for gambling I might 
have adaed something about the gamb¬ 
ling that is constantly goiLg on here out¬ 
side of the clubs. There are no greater 
gamblers in the world than those who 
stake their money oyory day upon the 
Bourse, or upon the Petit Bourse during 
the evening. And the passion is not a 
whit less strong among tho people who 
invest their small economies in stocks of 
various sorts. All fry to get something 
to which a lottery is attached. There 
are semi-annual drawings to the Paris 
loans, and a number of prizos. In the 
first place, tho lucky number gots 150. 
000 francs or about 200,000 francs accor- 
ing to tho date of the loan: there is a 
smaller prize of 50,000 francs, several 1,- 
000 francs, and a series of numbers are 
drawii to be paid off at their par value of 
the bonds, The Turkish loan has a 
drawing also, and a grand prizes of 
600,000 franc*,. Last year this was 

drawn by a man Jin Triest, who came on 
here to negotiate it. As the Turks do 
not pay interost on their bonds, he had 
doubts about their paying the prizos 
drawn in their lottery, but he finally got 
some bankers to take it at 500,000 francs, 
giving 8*20,000 by way of discount. The 
Russian prize amounts to 200,000 roubles 
All of these loans are popular, (savo tho 
Ottoman at this time.) for all who invest 
hope to draw a prize, and in addition to 
their interest they have tho excitement 
attendant upon investment in a lottery. 
A curious o.tho has just coino before one 
of our tribunals, growing out of one of 
these drawings. Three years ago a Rus¬ 
sian lady came to Paris and took rooms 
at the Byron Hotel, where she was very 
well received.

HOW A LOTTERyIpRIZE WAS WON. 

When 1 wrote Mio other day about the 
modern passion for gambling I might 
have adaed something about the gamb¬ 
ling that is constantly going on here out¬ 
side of the clubs. There are no greater 
gamblers in the world than those who 
stake their money ytiyery day upon the 
Bourse, or upon, tho Potit Bourse during 
the evening, "-And the passion is not a 
whit less strong among tho people who 
invest their small economies in stocks of 
various sorts. All try to get something 
to which a lottory is attuchod. There 
are semi-annual drawings to the Paris 
loans, and a number of prizes. In the 
first place, tho lucky numbor gets 150. 
000 francs or about 200,000 francs aocor* 
ing to tho date of the loan: there is u 
smaller prize of 50,000 francs, scvoral 1,* 
000 francs, and a scries of numbers arc 
drawii to be paid off at their par value of 
the bonds, The Turkish loan has a 
drawing also, and a grand prizes of 
600,000 franco,. L,ast year this was 
drawn by a man Jin Triost, who came on 
hero to negotiate it. As the Turks do 
not pay interost on their bonds, lie had 
doubts about their payiug tho prizes 
drawn in their lottery, but he finally got 
some bankers to take it ut 500,000 francs, 
giving $20,000 by way of discount. The 
Russian prize amounts to 2005000 roubles 
All of those loans are popular, (savo tho 
Ottoman at this time.) for all who invest 
hope to draw a prize, ami in addition to 
their interest they have the exoitemont 
attendant upon investment in a lottery. 
A curious case has just como before one 
of our tribunals, growing out of one of 
these drawings.

Safety Railway Signals. 

A flushing light that indicates the 
speed nud distance of a train, and shows 
whether it in at rest or in motion, lias 
boon introduced as a rear light on freight 
trains. It is formed of two lights —0110 
red and one white—and designed to bo 
pUood one on each side of the (oaboose) 
car, so that they may he seen in both 
directions on the line. A simple device 
for hiding the light^at intervals is afidxod 
to each lamp so that it may be mado to 
“Hash” or alternately appear and disap¬ 
pear, and by suitable gearing this is con¬ 
nected with one of tho axles of tho car. 
While the car is at rest the lights are 
steadily visible ; when tho train moves 
the lights flash once for each revolution 
of the wheels, and thus its movements 
and actual spoed can be easily estimatod 
as far as the light can be seen. Another 
advantage results from the tact that the 
white light is visible at a greater dis¬ 
tance than the red. The engineer of a 
following train may from this keep with¬ 
in tho limits of safe distance by keoping 
the flashing red light dim or «pnte obscure 
and by coming to a stop thA moment the 
flashing runs slow or stops and tho lights 
become fixed and steadily visible.

THE CA STLETON HORROR. 

Abprtlonlf at Work. 

Alt REST OF 


Colbohnk, Out., June L—-A fearful 
crime was committed in the little country 
village of Castloton a few days since. 
The victim, Miss Alberta Wade, was a 
daughter of Jqhn Wade, of Brighton 
Township, and was engaged as school 
teacher in the neighborhood ot Castleton. 
The last seen of her alive was on 
Friday evening of last week, when she 
was noticed driving witty a young man 
named Mallory, the son of a fanner in the 
neighborhood. About one o’clock that 
night young Mallory returned horns 
alone, and informed his father that he 
wanted money, as he hod got into a 
scrape which would oblidge him to leave 
the country ; that he had seduced ayoung 
lady ; and on his lather advising him to 
marry her he stated tl\|rt he could not, as 
she had gone. After securing what 
money he conld ho drove to Colboine, 
where he bought a second-class ticket 
for Detroit. By some means the 
Tews that Miss Wade was mim 
*iug did not reach his father’s 
house until last Sunday. A search was 
instituted, but not until Thursday morn¬ 
ing last was her body d'seovered. It 
was found in a lonely deli, in a low 
swampy place in the wo<*ds about a 
quai ter of a mile from Mallory’s farm, 
and aboutjthree miles no J^f Castleton. 
She had been thrown iutoPi hole appa¬ 
rently scraped out with a hoe, and wnen 
found had all her clothes on except her 
drawers which were tightly drawn around 
her head and nock. A covering of loose 
earth, leaves, brush, &c., was thrown over 
the body to tho depth of a few inches, the 
top being cafefully smoothed over with 
moss and loaves to maku the grave look 
as natural as possible. The body had 
been taken to the woods iu a buggy i r 
waggon, ilu? ground where the horse had 
stood near by haviug been pawed. The 
presence of n freshly broken bough was 
Itlie means of indicating the .whereabouts 
of the body. 

An inquest and a post mortem exami¬ 
nation have been held—the former by 
Messrs Gould and Fyfe, acting as coro¬ 
ners, and the latter by Dr. Willoughby, 
assisted by Drs.

Brantford, May 81.— Brantford to¬ 
day, Thursday, took its place among the 
cities of Ontario. The lond ringing of 
bells at day-break announced to tho in 
habitants that they had entered upon ’* 
new career in their history. After eight 
O'clock special trams brought thousands 
of visitors who. had generously con¬ 
sented to ootitribute to the day’s cere¬ 
monies. At each of tho stations the 
guests were met by rcceptiou committees, 
and escorted to the rendezvous on the 
market square. When all had arrived 
and the arrangements of gett ng them in 
order were completed, the procession 
started at about 11:45 through the prin 
cipal streets of tho city. The entire 
course of the procession was made as 
imposing as possible by a plentiful dis¬ 
play of flags, bunting, and oihor decor¬ 
ations. The procession was exceedingly 
lari/e. containing about 2,000 firemen,and 
sixteen or eighteen bauds of music, with 
several cavalry troops, and rifle brigades.

RUSSIA. 

The Russians attacked the Turkish 
positions at Batourn on the 80th ult 
and after an engagement of tun 
hours were ropulsed leaving great nura 
bers of dead and wounded. 

A steam tug at Flamanda, British pro¬ 
perty, and flying the British flag, was 
sunk by order of the Russian command¬ 
ing officer. Consul Mansfield has ad- 
drossed a note to the Roumanian Gov 
emment.requesting an explanation. 

A sharp engagement took place ontside 
Kars recently, resulting in a decisive ad¬ 
vantage to the Russians. The Turks lost 
the outlying entrenchments on three 
sides of Kars, with two guns, and a 
quantity ot amunition. The Russians 
lost 30 killed, and the Turks 100. 

BUTCHERIES. 

A Bucharest despatch says it is under¬ 
stood that a small detached column under 
selected officers, and having widely out¬ 
lying objectives, will form part of the 
Russian scheme of operations after cross¬ 
ing tho Danubo. The Bashi-Bazouks 
crossed the Danube between Kalarack 
and Jalomicea and captured fourteen 
Roumanian militiamen and out off the 
calves of their legs. 

PEACE PROSPECTS. 

The semi-official Provincial Correspon¬ 
dence of Berlin publishes an article which, 
in the light of recent peace rumors from 
Bucharest, is significant. The article 
concludes as follows :—“The efforts of 
Gorman policy which after the last war 
found expression and a firm basis iu the 
alliance of the three Emperors, have 
proved also the present grave crisis to be 
a guarantee for fpacific mediation reach¬ 
ing far beyond that narrower allianco. 
If, notwithstanding the outbreak of the 
Russo-Turku h war, the prospects of the 
preservation of peace in Europe have 
within the last few weeks rather increas¬ 
ed than diminished, German policy has 
u» honorable share in this.” 

Bismarck hopes to bring about an un¬ 
derstanding between England and Rus¬ 
sia. This is rendered desirable by the 
strong undercurrent of active animosity 
in France against Germany. Germany 
proposes to form an alliance with Italy 
against Ultramontano dictation, and Bis¬ 
marck fs working to prevent an alliance 
between France, Austria, and England 
against the secret but w ell-known under¬ 
standing existing botween Germany and 
Russia. 

ENGLAND. 

Mr. Gladstone at Birmingham received 
a great ovation. Business was suspend-

OOlt persons were present. Mr. Glad¬ 
stone made a speech which consisted of 
an attack on the Turkish Government, 
but contained tho samo accusations as on 
former occasions. A resolution was 
unanimously passed, amid great enthus¬ 
iasm, declaring that the wise and hon¬ 
ourable policy would be for England to 
uso her influence in coujuuction with tho 
united authority of the Great Powers to 
exact from Turkey effectual guarantees 
against the mal-treatment and oppression 
Christians. 

^ In the House of Commons to-day Lord 
Elcbo urged the Government to prepare 
foi the oventulities of tho present war. 
The Secretary of State for War said that 
although tho Government maintains its 
forces on a peace footing it had not over¬ 
looked any possible contingency.

Indicision is not always a fault ; it is 
often simply a misfortune. There are over 
aud anon, problems presented to tho 
understanding which are too much for its 
feeble powers : and in such oases tho 
more judicially-uiindpd a man, tho more 
c un oientiously intent lie is upon being 
right in his conclusion, the more likely is 
be to be kept in a state of suspense. But 
whether suspense comes from fault or 
from misfortune, whether it is tho re¬ 
sult of unwillingness, or inability to see 
the truth, is fqjl of misery apd peril. 
Even in matter of speculation it is not 
pleasant to be undecided; but it is in re¬ 
gard to practical questions that the great¬ 
er danger attaches to this state of mind, 
it is wliou a man ought to actwheu there 
is barely sufficient time for him to do 
what is imperatively required to bo dune 
and lie either cannot or will not see pre¬ 
cisely what is required of him that tho 
greatest misery and the greatest danger 
lies. 

Upon tl(o higher possible illustration of 
this truth wo cannot here enter. We 
dare not invade the province of tho 
preacher. There arc other matters than 
matters of religion upon which it is pos¬ 
sible for us to be painfully and dauger- 
ously undecided, apd thoru aye other in¬ 
terests than the highest interests of the 
soul which may bo impeyriled by the un¬ 
happy stato of mind. An undeoided man 
is seldom a successful man in anything. 
The men who #pe their way, at a glance 
and makot up their minds with the 
least possible delay, and are thorufore 
prepared to act, while others are only 
thinking about it have a great advantage 
in the battb of life.

Let any 
one visit Kansas in June, end he might 
justly call it “tho prettiest country under 
the sun.' 1 Yet Kansas in summer in but 
a flirting gay coquette, suffused with 
flowers, aud smiles,and “tveotest promises 
that captivato men's hearts, and rob them 
ot their hotter judgement-till \v..on they 
go to gather autumn fruits, and then they 
only find tho sore and yellow loaves ol 
bitter disappointment. Kansas to-day lots 
much spare corn,but it is a feat-tor famine 
all the time. 1 havo Hold it for*ten cents 
a bushel one year and bought it another 
year for $2.T>0. Perhaps some of y ur 
readers will will say, why did you not 
keep your Coin ? lint let thorn live here 
awhile, and they will find an answer f r 
themselves. Lots of monoy has been 
mode in Kansas, b.it % I never knew a 
farmer make it except by trading ; hon¬ 
est farming does not pay. Kansas is valu¬ 
able chiefly as a grazing country, and in 
this respect it loses valuoyour by year. 
A few years ago people came boro with a 
rush, thinking that all they needed to 
make them rich was merely to invert 
prairinsod. Bnt they ma le a. big uiis 
take, and notv I soo abandoned farms all 
around me, and the evils of pairic break¬ 
ing tnoro apparent everywhere.
